AN IRISH CHAPTER IN 
MUSICAL HISTORY. 

That the Irish harp was introduced into 
Italy about the time of Dante, and gave the 
Italians the idea of their eariv keyboard 
instruments (developed in course of time into 
ihe modern pianoforte) was stated in her 
closing address at the Sligo Feis Ceoil, by 
Dr. Annie W. Patterson, who, in company 
with Professor Robert O'Dwyer, recently 
examined at the British Museum an old 
Italian chronicle of musica] histofy. 


The chronicle, entitled “A History of 
Music,” by Vineento Galilei, was written In 
1581. Vincento was father of the great 
astronomer, and himself a distinguished 
lutenist and musical theorist. He was asso- 
‘ated with the beginnings of opera at 


lorence, and was the first to write an 
operatic solo. Having stated this, Dr. Patter- 
on quoted the substance of Galilei’s reference 
to Ireland. The harp, the sixteenth century 
historian said, was introdaced into Italy from 
Ireland, about Dante’s time, where the instru- 
ments ‘‘are excellently made and in great 
numbers, the inhabitants of the country 
having played upon it for many centuries, 
declaring that they received it from their 
ancestor, the royal prophet David.” Galilei

HUNGRY CHILDREN UNABLE TO 
ATTEND SCHOOL. . 
At a meeting oí the Dunfanaghy Rural 
District School Attendance Committee the 
distress prevailing in the district was dis- 
cussed at Jength, and the following resolution 
was proposed by Mr. Hugh O'Dufíy, seconded 
by Mr. John McNulty, and passed unani- 
mously :—.

ARTISTIC SINGING 
PLAY ING. 
It was the fine weather, no doubt, that pre- 
vented a larger attendance at Signor Viani's 
concert at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, last 
night. There were not more than three 
hundred people present, but they were amply 
rewarded. Signor Viani is no mere teacher of 
music. He is well known as a Professor of 
Singing at the Royal Irish Academy of Music, 
Dublin, but he is also a singer of high repute, 
with a fine tenor voice, which he uses to the 
best advantage, particularly in excerpts from 
the operas. One would have to go far to 
hear Donizetti's ‘“‘ Una furtiva lagrima”™ 
sung with such power and effect. Signor 
Viani made the song a thing of rare beauty. 
So. too, with H. R. White’s ‘‘ Macushla,” 
which is not a great song, yet the Signor re- 
vealed all the beauty of it, and set up @ 
‘desire in his audience to hear him sing it 
again. Of the remaining songs, from a large 
and varied repertoire, “ Recondita Armonia,’ 
from Puccini’s “La Tosca,’’ was the best, 
though a couple of songs composed by the 
singer himself were enthusiastically received. 
Signor Viani was supported in the concert. 
by Mr. Patrick Duffy, one +f Dublin’s really 
fine singers, and Miss Annie Lord, a pianist 
who uses her intellect as well as her fingers.

They had uniform and 
food free, and the salaries ranged from £250 
in the case of a junior officer to £1,ow in 
the case of a commanding officer. 

Mr. Kerr—You are giving the whole show 
away. 

Mr. Duffy—I am not giving it away, be- 
cause somebody else will come into the Cio- 
vernment and give it away. He went on 
to say that a saving of at least 260,000 could 
be effected in officers’ salaries. In the case 
of the Civic Guard, a saving could also be 
effected where the officers had high salaries. 
The salaries of Judges and officials and 
District Justices were far too high; a very 
big saving could te effected in the machinery 
of the law—he. would say at least £100,000. 

In no case did he suggest that Government 
clerks with pay from £3 to £4 per week 
should be touched. In his opinion it was 
the huge army of officials, with salaries of 
from £600 to £2,000 per year, who were re- 
sponsible for the big burden placed on the 
taxpayers. There should also be a “cut ” 
in the County Council salaries of 10 per cent. 
They would see that his figures were vérv 
low, but, even with these smal) “canta,” 
which would not effect any hardship on the 
people concerned, the burden of taxation 
would be reduced by well over three million 
pounds. He thought that was good policy, 
and they were prepared to admit to a ** cut ” 
in their own salaries. The saving would pay 
the entire Land Commission ‘annuities; that 
was not bad policy. 

The Chairman (Senator Toal)—lIt 
right. 

Mr. Duffy moved that they should ask 
every County Council in the twenty-six 
| counties to demand that the ““cuts ” sug- 
gested by him should take place. 

Mr. John Skelton seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Patrick Conlon said that he would go 
a bit further than Mr. Duffy. A lot of the 
jobs in departments should be done away with 
altogether. A great many of the existing 
departments should be scrapped. The Army 
was costing 35 millions. What did they want 
with an Army and a Minister for Defence? 
Who did they want to fight with? Had not 
they the mighty British Army beside them to 
protect them if they were attacked? It was 
ridiculous.

NO AUTHORITY TO GIVE LIT TO 
GAELIC LEAGUE, 

On the grounds that the funds of the 
Farmers’ Union were raised for a specific 
purpose and that they had no mandate from 
the people who subscribed it to expend the 
money for any other purpose, the Kilkenny 
Farmers’ Association, at a meeting on Satur- 
day, refused an appeal from the Gaelic League 
for a subscription for the teaching of the Irish 
language. 

Mr. T. W. O’Hanrahan, in proposing that a 
subscription of £20 be given, said that the 
Gaelic League was founded for the purpose of 
encouraging everything Irish, and everything 
progressing along such lines would, he was 
sure, have the support of the Irish farmers. 

Mr. D. J. Gorey, T.D., said that they had 
every sympathy with the Irish language move- 
nent, hut the people who subscribed money 
to the funds of the Farmers’ Union did so for 
a specific purpose, and he did not think that 
they ought to give away other people’s money, 
If the farmers wished to subscribe individu- 
ally they covld do so, but the Farmers’ Union 
as a body ought not draw on their reserve 
fund and give away money without a mandate 
from the people who subscribed it. 

Senator Dillon said that he was a subscriber 
to the Gaelic League since its inception, but 
he would not feel justified in the present state 
of the Farmers’ Union finances in voting alway 
any money.

ACADEMY. 


Áirne 
THE ANNUAL EXHIBITION 


The annual exhibition under the auspices 
of the Royal Hibernian Academy will be 
opened to-day at the premises of the Metro 
politan School of Art, Dublin. 

Reckoning drawings, miniatures, architec- 
tural designs, and sculpture, as well as the 
large collection of peintmgs in oil and water- 
colour, which forms the main of the 
exhibition, the exhibits are found to number 
almost four hundred. The number of con- 
tributions from artists who have their resi- 
dence outside Ireland is greater (one thought 
at a preliminary view last Saturday) than at 
any exhibition since the old Abbey street 
days. Nothing has arrived from Sir William 
Orpen, but Sir John Lavery, who ts a mem- 
ber of the Academy, has sent three pictures, 
and some new contributors have sent im- 
portant works. 

Central position in the main gallery is 
given to Sir John Lavery’s portrait of Mr. 
George Bernard Shaw—one lrishman’s por- 
trait of another. Mr. Shaw is depicted as 
sitting, with hands folded, before a Ise 
curtain. He is hatless, but wears a light 
overcoat. His alert look is canght with 
almost uncanny success, and the portrait, as 
a whole, is wonderfully vivacious. Sir John’s 
other two pictures are on the same. wall— 
“The Drawing Room at Mountstewart ” (20) 
and “ Skating at Caux “ (40). 

The picture entitled ' Youth” (25), de- 


tractive work by Mr. W. G. De Glehn, whe 


Piazetta, Venice, from a gondola, displayed 
in the far gallery (161). Mrs. De Glehn has 
also sent a Venetian scene (122), as well as 
‘The Harbour, St. Tropez ” (90). A picture 
by Mr. H. Davis Richter, who is noted for 
his paintings of flowers, though listed as 
‘* Wallflowers '” (53), depicts a bow! of roses; 
a more important example of the same artist's 
work is ‘‘ A Floral Festival ** (45). 

Mr. Julius Olsson has broken away from 
his series of studies of moonlight on waves 
and curling breakers, but still has kept the

PORTRAITS OF GIRLS. 

It is rate to see so delightful a 
portrait as Mr. Alfred Hayward’s ' The 
Painter’s Daughter ** (64), a more lovable, if 
less impressive, work than his portrait, hard 
by, of. Mrs. Maresco Pearce (67), to. whom 
the bold painting of her dress of vivid blue 
gives a commanding appearance. Mr. Jd. 

ovle Penrose has never sent anything better 
than his happy portrait of a girl—-Miss 
Ursula Blackwell (71). i 

In landscape from distinguished contrt- 
-butors one may study here Mr. David Muir- 
head's ‘‘The Bridge at St. Ives, Hunting- 
don”. (60)— one of the most satisfving pic- 
tures in the exhibition; Mr. A. St. John 
Partridge’s two pictures entitled ‘* Belgium 
Under the Snow” (23 and 159), and Mr. 
Lawrenson’s ‘‘La Charrue” (15). Mr. 
Charles Simpson, who hitherto has sent to 
Dublin examples of his unique painting of 
wildfowl, is represented in this exhibition by 
six pictures of a different class. These have 
horses in them—one is a picture of riders 
with the Quorn Hunt; others recall the 
Rodeo, and cleverer still is a picture of 
horses taking the first fence in the Grand 
National Steeplechase. 

Mr. W. J. Leech has kept his connection 
with the Academy so faithfully that - one 
almost forgets. that he, too, sends from a 
permanent residence elsewhere. His contrt- 
butions include a goed head, labelled 
“Jim” (11), a portrait study entitled ‘ Lady 


in Grey’’ (242), and some lagdscapes, of 
which the chief is “St. Jeannet, near Nice” 
(181). 


The gallery devoted to drawings, water- 
colours, and the like, is dominated by Mr. 
Partridge’s drawing of “Le Moulin A Vent, 
Dixmude ”’ 
beautifully poised 
Mrs. Griffin (299). 

Those artists who have remained our own 
now claim attention. Mr. Dermod O’Brien, 
President of the Academy, has a number of 
landscapes, all done in that clean-toned and 
precisely-stated manner into which he has 
settled as his own since he emerged from 
under the Hone influence. The two that he 
has chosen to hang best are ' October Morn- 
ing, Montreuil’? (27) and “Early June in 
Powerscourt Deerpark ” (31). The new turn 
of style manifested by Mr. Jack B. Yeats 
in “The Ferrv, Kinsale” (81), “ Paper 
Bags for Hats” (85), and ‘‘Auction—The 
Fine Arts’’ (41), will not be welcome to all 
who have admired his work in the past. 

A VERSATILE ARTIST. 

Mr. John Keating makes the most versatile 
display. His portrait of ““James Conway, 
Fireman’’ (184) has the executive brilhance 
of an Orpen; his landseapes (Nos. 22, 125 and 
135) suggest the possibility of his develop- 
ment iuto a landscape painter of extra- 
ordinary power; and his Illustration for 
“The Playboy of the Western World” (42) 
is a little masterpiece in quite a different 
order. (What exemplar do those four heads 
behind the gate recall, yet: dismiss again, 
being so distinctively Mr. Keating's *) 

On the other hand, to take the measure of 
Mr. Keating s large pictures, ‘‘Fride and Pro- 
judice’’ (18) and ‘‘ Interior” (36) it is profit- 
able to turn to the other wall of the gallery 
and inspect Mr. Leo Whelan’s “' Interior of a 
Kitchen “' (61). In this kind of work Mr. 
Whelan -is creating for himself a new and 
couvineing style, one that has its roots in the 
Low Countries, but its growth in the light of 
his own observation. 

At the same time, Mr. Whelan is going on 
with his portraiture. Two examples (74 and 
23) are given prominence, and, of the two, 
the portrait of Miss Gwendoline McCormack 
(35) 15 the less questionable achievement, Mr. 
Whelan’s small ** Study ’’ (5) deserves notice. 

In portraiture, nowever, there is no safer 
euide than Miss S. C. Harrison. The sure- 
ness of her touch is shown again here in the 
portrait of Mr. Thomas Kelly (15), Alder- 
nan ‘‘Tom’’ Kelly as everybody in Dublin 
knew him, and in the set of six small portrait 
studies mounted in one frame at No. 324. 
Mrs. Margaret Clarke’s portrait of Mr. Lennox 
Kobinson is an ambitious and suceessful piece 
of work, Miss 8S. H. Purser maintains her 
own high standard in two portraits, one 
Leing that of Mrs. Kevin O’Higgins. Miss 
stelle Solomons has put clever work into 4 
portrait of Mr. Arthur Darley, the violinist 
(86). Mr. P. J. Tuohy’s portrait of Mrs. 


portrait, in crayon, of 


Noyk (82) shows bold treatment of dark 
features and red dress. Three or 
four portrait sketches by Mr. Tyohy 


among the drawings inelude a con- 
vincing head of Mr. Sean O'Casey, the 
Abbey playwright. Miss Eva Hamilton shows 
a portrait of Mr. H. R. Maunsell (79) and 
another excellent unnamed portrait (60). 
CHARACTER STUDIES, 

Among pictures, approximating to portraits, 
that attract attention are Mr. Charles V. 
Tamb’s two fishermen (49 and 54), Mr. Wil- 
liam Conor's “ Red-Haired Roy ” (177), and 
Mr. William McBride's ‘‘ Dublin Jarvey “ 
(156). Of the few pictures that tell a story, 
Mrs. Murray's *‘ Had—Begad “ (16) is quite 
the best. The expressions on the faces of the 
three old card-playing ruffians are very 
cleverly done. Mrs. Murray's picture of Diana 
Murray and her teddy bear (157) is a charm- 
ng study. 

Mr. H. A. Kernoff’s ‘‘ Judgment of Paris ” 

is a new-fashioned treatment of an old sub- 
ject. The canvas is a large one (158). 
The. exhibition contains, of course, a great 
deal of landscape work of varied quality in 
addition t othe works of that kind men- 
tioned already. Mr. J. Humbert Craig has 
advanced rapidly. ‘The Owencarra, Co. 
Donegal ” (119) is his most important pic- 
ture here—it would be important in the best 
of company—but ‘The Road to Maam 
Cross ” (17), and one or two others are not 
likely to be passed by. Mr. Frank McKelvey 
is still doing pleasant work in the same vein. 
Among smalier works of the kind, Mr. 
Howard Knee’s exhibits are always charm- 
ing. Miss Hildegarde Grattan Cooke ex- 
hibits a delicate pastel portrait, and a clever 
study of an old almshouse woman, both up 
to her normal standard of good work. Mr. 
Alexander Williams, among the older 
workers, and Mr. Crampton Walker, among 
the younger, are well to the fore. As there 
are almost 150 exhibitors in all, it will be 
understood that a great deal of commend- 
able work to be seen on the walls cannot 
even be mentioned now. ‘There is also a 
certain amount of work that could have been 
spared, with resulting advartage to the hang- 
ing of the more meritoyious pictures.

The critical conference in the engineer- 
ing trade will be held on next Thursday, 
when the London Committee will ask for 
a joint district ballot on the question of a 
strike. In this case the only issue is 
wages. The men demand an increase of 
£1 per week in the London area, and 
several other districts are putting forward 
similar claims. At a meeting which was 
held on last Friday the Engineering 
Employers’ Federation refused definitely 
to grant increased pay, and the general 
feeling among the workers is that the 
machinery for agreement with the masters 
The extremists, of 
course, want an immediate strike. There 
is little doubt that they are taking ad- 
vantage of the critical situation which 
has been created by the mining dispute. 


has broken down. 


They know that, if there should be a coal 
strike, their lindustry will be thrown ont 
of gear at any rate, and probably are 
acting on the principle that they may as 
well be hanged for a sheep as for a lamb. 
The engineering industry in Great Britain 
has been hit more seriously than any other 
trade by the general economic depression 
o- the last few years. It can recover its 
former prosperity in the course of time; 
but demands for higher wages at the 
present” moment will not help it. The 
industry simply cannot afford to bear a 
heavier wages bill. It is faced with the 
keenest competition from abroad, and 
unless it can lower its production costs 
there will be little hope of its early 
revival. If the engineering unions pre- 
cipitate a strike in the present crisis they 
will be guilty of a crime against their 
country’s welfare. They cought to realise 
that the present plight of British industry 
has not been caused by the original sin 
of employers—-or, for that matter, of 
workers. It is the result of external 
circumstances, and can be cured only by 
the sympathetic co-operation of everybody 
concerned in the country’s trade. 

There was a time when British industry 
could bé indifferent to + prelonged 
stoppage in this branch or in that, when 
outside competition wa, almost negligible, 
ana a plentiful supply of cheap coal gave 
Britain an edvantag’ that no cther country 
pes essed. That time has gone. At present 
good coa' is being prcduced in the mines 
of Upper Silesia at the ridiculous price 
of 5s.

Progressive Nigeria. 


In February a remarkable meeting 
took place at Lagos, the capital of 
Nigeria. Representatives of the natives 
were received by Mr. W. G. Ormsby-Gore, 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies, and dis- 
cussed with him their aspirations for the 
economic development of their country. 
The Legislative Council of Nigeria was 
reformed during the past two years in 
order to admit a proportion of coloured 
delegates. A native political party was 
formed, and’ the leaders of this group 
manifested eagerness to co-operate with the 
British authorities in the development of 
a progressive and prosperous colony. A 
Special Correspondent of the Observer 
describes the plans which the native 
party has devised and has laid before 
Mr. Ormsby-Gore. Anxiety has arisen 
lately British commercial men 
with interests in Nigeria touching the 
country’s failure to keep abreast in palm 
produce with rival Dutch colonies. The 
native representatives at Lagos expressed 
eagerness to improve the quantity and 
quality of Nigerian exports, but they 
demanded that their people should be left 
free and independent producers, and that 
there should be no conscription of labour 
for European employers. They declared 
that ““ the shortest and easiest way te 
start a conflagration in West Africa is to 
make an attempt at depriving the native 
of his land or inherent rights therein.’’ 
It is satisfactory to learn that Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore gave assurances that the 
European plantation system would not be 
applied, provided that exports increase 
The natives

under the present system. 
laid before the meeting a scheme for the 
improvement of transport so well reasoned 
that it is lucky for them that Mr. Seumas 
Burke is not a member of the Legislative 
Council of the colony. They asked for 
more railways, and indicated the routes 
which they should follow ; more main roads 
and idé roads, and the dredging of 
lagoons to permit a larger body of trans- 
port by water’ They also submitted pro- 
posals for better drainage and lighting 
and for the introduction of machinery 
for use in the country’s main industry— 
the production of palm oil. The Agri- 
cultural Department of Nigeria has esti- 
mated that palm oil extracting plant can 
be erected for £10,000 a unit. The native 
leaders pointed out that, ‘‘ under Govern- 
ment credits and local administration 
guarantee, the machinery could be im- 
ported, and a lien could be secured upon 
the crops and machinery.’’ Nigeria has a 
cash surplus of £3,000,000, and thus is in 
a position to finance the projects drawn 
up by these ambitious natives. The report 
of the conference between black and white 
runs to 20,000 words, and is transcribed 
from the shorthand notes of black steno- 


graphers. 


Ireland’s Hotels. 


The hotel-managers of Ireland have 
acted wisely in calling this week’s con- 
ference in Dublin on methods of hotel 
management and associated topics. » Papers 
will be read upon such humble, but vitally 
practical, topics as cookery and service, 
equipment and hygiene; and, perhaps, a 
paper on the desirability of low charges 
also could be read with advantage to many 
hotel owners. The supreme advantage 
which may be derived from the con- 
ference is uniformity of action. Through- 
out Ireland, and in all classes of 
business, there is a pernicious habit 
of over-charging the customer who is 
not expected to return. Housewives who 
make a purchase in a shop to which they 
do not devote their regular custom are 
given inferior commodities and short 
measure. Business men giving an 
emergency order to a strange firm are 
obliged to pay excessive rates. When a 
guest who obviously is a bird of passage 
calls at a country hostelry, the manager 
seems to say to himself, ‘‘I shall lose no 
custom by charging this person the utter- 
most farthing.’’ One hotel in which this 
habit of mind finds play will give a bad 
name to a whole countryside, and a county 
which has many pleasant, clean, homely 
and cheap houses of hospitality may be 
avoided by a traveller who has alighted 
at one of the too numerous exceptions. 
The managers in conference should seek 
to enforce uniform and moderate rates, 
and should unite to discourage and to 
penalise recalcitrants. In a word, the 
catering trade should organise for its own 
improvement. The hotel trade never can 
thrive by monopoly or “ ring” methods. 
Bakers may unite to force from the 
citizens of Dublin an extra halfpenny or a 
penny on every loaf; for the daily loaf is 
a vital necessity. Holiday-makers, on the 
other hand, are under no obligation to seek 
mur country’s hospitality.

from all public libraries. These include 
narratives of the Life of Christ, including 


with philosophy. and psychology works 
which favour spiritualism, phrenology and 
Christian mysticism are banned. It is 
curious, under this head—and many of us 
who suffered from compulsory “‘ self-help *’ 
in our young days for once will applaud 
the Bolsheviks—to find that the works of 
Samuel Smiles are to be prohibited. Among 
writers of fiction whose writings are 
ordered ‘to be removed are Miss Marie 
Corelli and Cardinal Wiseman. Children’s 
books undergo a severe scrutiny, and works 
of a religious or idealistic bent are to be 
denied to little readers. ‘‘ The Life of 
Joan of Arc” and “ The Snow Queen ”’ 
are considered dangerous to Bolshevist 
faith and morals. Tales concerning 
‘‘Nick Carter’’—a popular figure in 
American detective fiction—are banned, 
probably with justification. It is curious, 
however, to find Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s 
tales of Sherlock Helmes regarded as un- 
desirable. Again and again we are dis- 
posed to ask the Bolshevist censors for 
their exquisite reasons; but, doubtless, 
their reply would be, like Sir Andrew’s, 
“ We have no exquisite reason for ’t, but 
we have reason good enough.’’ 


AS OTHERS SEE US. 


(By HENRY P. KERNEY.) | 
It is interesting occasionally to pick ae 
some of the Continental newspapers, which 
give jone an inkling of what subjects the 
ordinary every-day people in other countries 
are publicly discussing, quite apart from high 
litics. I find them strangely silent about 
reland since we recently settled down to a 
aceable and orderly existence here, re- 
inquishing fireworks (save in the Dai). The 
ordinary newspaper reader in Europe appears 
no longer to give one Continental thought to 
our existence, which is, perhaps, after all, a 
good sign. A popular Italian daily, the 
Corriere della Sera, has, however, in its issue 
of last Monday, broken silence in this respect, 
through a letter from its London Correspon- 
dent, who chaffs us, quite amiably, about 
some recent innovations in the Civil Service. 
What tickles his fancy is the new regula- 
tion concerning bachelors in the service, in 
which he discerns a manifestation of one of 
those philanthropic ideas that, as he says, 
seem, like the influenza, to recur In waves, 
and af which he notices a concomitant mani- 
festation in London, where Mr. Samuel Wall- 
brock is buying up Park lane mansions, 
evicting the bachelor tenants, and letting flats 
to married people only. 
must not spoil this esteemed Italian 
journalist’s gentle badinage by trying to 
summarise it. Here is what he says about 


us :'— 

The Irish Free State, taking up afresh the 
idea of a tax on bachelors, which seemed to 
have long since disappeared under the dust 
of oblivion, proclaims, nevertheless, that it 
does not wish to torment the single, but 
simply to encourage marriage. The tax on 
bechdioes appears, One must admit, in an 
ingenious guise, and it is limited to newly 
appointed civil servants. Candidates com- 

ting for a hundred bureaucratic posts have, 
in fact, found themselves confronted with the 
following conditions:—Female clerks would, 
in the event of getting married, at once lose 
their posts; for male clerks the salary would 
be exactly the same as that given to the ladies 
(a salary less brilliant than that which used 
to be given to the men), unless and until they 
got married. A wife represents a quota of 
increase of salary for the official, and the 
children also figure in his balance-sheet as a 
further increase of pay, but, in order not to 
encourage the bureaucracy to complicate the 
rigs, ge problems of the Free State, there 
is a limit to such supplementary payments. 
The salary, with additions, must not exceed 
£425 for the ordinary married official, no 
matter how prolific the marriage may 

This, explain the invertors of the system, 

is a sort of paterrialism, work being recom- 
pensed, outside a certain minimum salary, 
according to the needs of the worker. In 
order that the ladies may have no occasion to 
protest, on the pretext that they were not 
thus being encouraged to marriage, since 
marriage would mean their official extinction, 
the Government of the Free State has decided 
that| the lady clerk who gets married shall 
receive a dowry’ proportioned to her length of 
service—one month’s salary for every year of 
service. That also is paternalism, and of the 
good old type; the State considers that a 
wife| should remain at home, and not exert 
herself in office business. 
Already the theory is put forward, in non- 
official circles, that this system is bound to 
encourage marriages among official colleagues. 
If, for example, Mr. O'Donnell knows that in 
marrying Miss O'Farrell, who at present 
works alongside him, he can increase his 
salary: by, say, £50 a year, while Miss 
O'Farrell can “‘coHar’’ a dowry of £100 or 
£200 and put it into the common purse, it is 
certain that he will be exposed to the tempta- 
tion|of asking for Miss O’Farrell’s hand, 
whatever may be her physical distinction or 
moral qualities. All that may be paternal, 
but it seems not quite fair from the point of 
view of Irish bachelors. 

We may forgive our Italian friend for thus 
poking a little fun at us. It is no harm to 
be reminded that there is a great outside 
world which may, on Occasion, take notice of 
us, and pity, smile at or applaud us for the 
things we do or avoid doing.

Export Difficulties. 


The uncertain outlook in the coat.

Finding themselves unable 
to guarantee delivery, merchants are not 
only refusing to undertake new contracts, 
but are cancelling commitments previously 
incurred to deliver to certain ports by 
specified dates. The export trade has had 
many difficulties to contend against owing 
to falling off in the employment of coa! 
abroad, and to increasing competition 
by Con’.nental countries. Exports will 
wrcline gradually from now until the 
position of the miping industry in this 
country is placed upon a firmer footing, 
but the dislocation already has become so 
acute that it will be some time before 
normal business is resumed. 


Communist Documents. 


The delicate character of the industria! 
situation is said to be responsible for the 
delay in the publication of the documents 
seized during the raids last year on the 
Communist headquarters, but it is pos- 
sible that they may be circulated directly 
after the House of Commons meets. The 
Government is of the opinion that the 
people should be permitted. to know that 
the papers showed that Moscow was 
directly influencing the Communist move- 
ment here. 


Marlborough House. 


The serious illness of Prinvess Victoria 
has delayed the reconstruction of Marl- 
borough House, but it still is hoped that 
it will be ready for the Princ> of Wales 
by the autumn. An entirely new suite of 
five rooms, including a private dining 
room, is to be provided overlooking the 
Mall for the Prince. A small bedroom, 
almost Spartan in the simplicity of its 
furnishing, will be included, while all the 
rooms are to be comfortable before all 
else. The rooms of the members of the 
Prince’s staff will not be far away, and a 
new telephone system will link: up the 
whole house It is said that the State 
apartments will be left in the same condi- 
tion as they have been for a number of 
years.

Giant Aeroplanes. 


Some new aeroplanes, to carry fiity 
armed soldiers at a speed of 100 miles an 
hour, are being planned for the Air 
Ministry. The machines will be a develop- 
ment of those built to carry twenty-five 
men now in use in Iraq. The great 
advantage “will be when the necessity ot 
stopping a native outbreak arises at an 
outpost of the Empire a considerable force 
of men can be despatched without delay 
to tne scene, armed and ready to take the 
field.

Another genera] improvement affecting all 
classes and both sexes which is extremely. 
notable is the postponement of senility. 
‘‘Fashion, for the moment,” added Dr. 
Graham Little, ‘‘ has decreed that women’s 
dresses shall be sensibly scanty, and it is in- 
contestable that women are nowadays far 
more hygienically clothed than men, especially 
in the summer.” He described. how a few 
days ago he saw a most depressing sight of 
100 schoolboys, between the ages of eight and 
thirteen; all dressed alike, in hard boots, stiff 
Eton cdllars, heavy drab clothing from head 
to foot, and clumping heavy boots—“‘altogether 
about as idiotic a uniform of unhealthiness as 
could be conceived.”’

PLAYERS WIN LONG DRAWN 
OUT FIGHT. 


Sunday golf players in Peterhead, Aberdeen- 
shire, have carried the day, and the Jong 
struggle which has split. the town is ended. 
On March 29 the golf club decided, after 
having voted against the proposal year after 
year, to adopt Sunday play. A storm of pro- 
test broke out immediately in the- town. 
Unless péople, to cross by another bridge, 
walk two miles up one bank of the Ugie and 
two miles down the other, or wade the rive: 
at low tide, the only way to reach the course 
from the town is by means of what is known 
as the George Birnie Memorial Bridge. This 
was erected by an inhabitant, and control is

BAGHDAD, Sunday, 8.55 p.m. 
Irrigation experts describe the outlook 
in Baghdad to-night as worse than ever. 
The breach on the Tigris is now 200 yards 
wide, and water is pouring through in 
enormous volume. The flooded area in the 
desert. surrounding the city is rapidly ex- 
tending, and the flood level is now fifteen 
feet higher than many parts of Baghdad, 
which is being protected by earth embank- 
ments. ae 
The total damage up to the present is 
‘well over"£1,000,000, but if the water gets 
into the city the losses would be 
enormously increased, with a feared heavy 
casualty list among the inhabitants, who 
are in a state of anxious tension. 
All classes have been called upon to 
help in the work of strengthening the 
embankments. Many well-dressed natives 
are doihg hard*manual labour for the first 
time in, their lives. 
An utconfirmed report is in circulation 
that there has been a further rise in the 
river at Mosul, 250 miles north of 
Baghdad. 


THE DUTY ON MOTOR 
CARS. 


POSITION: OF FORD 
FACTORY LN CORK.

In view of the rumoured reciprocal ar- 
rangement between His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the Government of the Free State 
for a ‘remission of the duty on motor cars 
and parts, it is not uninteresting to learn a 
little about the Ford factory at Cork. 

There are employed at the present time 
at the Ford works in Cork 1,257 hands. 
This means that about £6,000 is paid in. 
wages every week. 

e export trade of the factory is almost 
exclusively in motor parts, and for a con- 
siderable time’ past almost 90 per cent. of 
the firm’s manufacture has gone to Trafford 
Park, Manchester, where the parts are 
assembled for the British market. 

The trade of the factory is badly affected 
- the operation of the McKenna duties, 
which amount to a tariff of 225 per cent. 
on all exports to England. A remission of 
those duties, by reciprocal arrangement, 
would, it is believed, have the effect of pro- 
viding more employment at the Cork works, 
and, furthermore, employment of a permanent 
nature. 

The only part of the Ford car not hitherto 
manufactured in the Cork factory .was the 
Sedan body, but arrangements have now been 
completed to have this work carried out, and 
the manufacture of bodies will begin within 
the next few weeks.

LORD DUNRAVEN TO JOIN 
SIR T. LIPTON. 


——— 


CONTROVERSY RECALLED, 


It is stated that the Earl of Dunraven 
is. to join Sir Thomas Lipton in his 
attempt to “ lift’? the America Cup next 
year. | 

Lord Dunraven, who is eighty-five years. of 
age, has led a life of adventure. He has 
been war correspondent, steeplechase jockey, 
soldier, and big game hunter, and is also an 
ex: Under-Secretary for the Colonies. He holds 
the Board of Trade’s extra-master certificate. 

The fact that he is to co-operate with Sir 
Thomas Lipton in his fifth attempt to re- 
capture the America Cup for Britain (says 
the Sunday Express) is particularly interest- 
ing, as Lord Dunraven has already made two 
attempts on his own account, the second of 
which ended in a bitter dispute. 

In 1892 he challenged, and Mr. H. 0. 
Iselin’s Vigilant was selected by the Ameri- 
cans to oppose him. Lord Dunraven took his 
yacht Valkyrie II. across the Atlantic, but 
after three exceedingly closely fought races 
he was defeated. 

A FOUL. 


The Vigilant won by such narrow margins, 
however, that Lord Dunraven. challenged 
again in 1895. This time he took over Val- 
kyme HI., a yacht specially designed to 
defeat the Defender, the boat which Messrs. 
Vanderbilt, Morgan, and Iselin had commis- 
sioned to keep the cup for the United States. 

The first race ended in a victory for the 
Defender. At the start of the second race 
an excursion steamer interfered with the 
manceuvres of the two yachts as they crossed 
the starting line. As a result the vessels 
fouled one another, and the Defender’s top- 
mast stay was carried away. The race was 
ccutinued, however, and the Valkyrie won 
by 47 secs. 

Immediately after the race Mr. Iselin pro- 
tested that his yacht was fouled by the Val- 
kyrie. Lord Dunraven answered that the De- 
fender was to blame for luffing into his vessel, 
and also complained that the excursion 
steamer had ruined his start. Althouzh the 
New York Yacht Club could have ordered the 
race to be resailed, it awarded the race to 


the Defender. 
AN INQUIRY. 
When the third race came to be sailed Lord 
Dunraven, who was angry at the treatment 
he had received, retired after sailing Valkyrie 
across the starting line. 
A bitter row followed. Lord Dunraven’s 
sportsmanship was criticised in the American 
newspapers, and a breach between British 
and American yachtsmen was threatened. 
Lord Dunraven accused the owners of De- 
fender of chicanery, stating that extra weight 
had been taken out of the American vessel 
after her official measurement before the races. 
This accusation arouged a storm of indigna- 
tion, which culminated|in an inquiry held by 
the New York Yacht Club. The Committee 
decided that there was no evidence to uphold 
the accysations. | 
The Earl refused to| accept the report of 
the inquiry. and in Nc of this fact the 


New York Yacht Club removed his name from 
their list of honorary! members.

—for a settlement of the French debt shortly 
‘leading to definite results. The report was 
based on information, communicated semi- 
officially, that M. Peret was waiting for in- 
formation about the American attitude be- 
fore going to meet Mr. Churchill in London. 
This suggested that the pourpariers had 
reached a fresh and interesting stage, but ap- 
ntly it means no more than that M. 
renger is now ready to meet the American 
Debt ama with a fresh offer, and that 
M. Peret wishes to hear how this offer is re- 
ceived before making any proposals in Lon- 
don. It is unders that the Debt Commis- 
sion will meet early this week. | : 

The Journal and other newspapers indicate 
that the new offer includes a proposal to 
merge the commercial debt, with the political 
debt, and start paying annuities on the 
whole at once. The commercial debt amounts 
*to $407,000,000 (£81,400,000), and the bulk 
of it is due to be repaid in 1929. France is 
at present paying 20,000,000 (£4,000,000) 
annually as interest on this debt. It is sug- 
gested that M. Berenger is now authorised 
to propose a not very much má 
sum, something approaching $50,000, 
(£6,000,000), as an initial annuity on the 
combined debt. It is quite clear that it will 
be impossible for France to meet a debt of 
$400,000,000 (£80,000,000) in three years 
time, and some accommodation on this point 
will certainly have to be sought. 

Meanwhile the Government is devoting its 
attention to the defence of the franc and the 
campaign in its favour. The Cabinet de- 
cided yesterday that its. members should 
each follow the example set by M. Peret and 
M. Briand, and subscribe 10,000 francs to- 
wards the voluntary sinking fund. 


IRISH CURRENCY.

THE SITTINGS OF THE 


COMMISSION, 

In its City Notes column, 7he Times 
states:—For some time past an Irish Com- 
mission. headed by a New York economist, 
has been considering Irish Free State financial 
questions, and particularly the future of the 
note issues of the various banks. Until re- 
cently its sittings had been held in Dublin, 
but the Commission is now understood to be 
in consultation in London. This should 
prove the fina] stage of its inquiries, for it is 
hoped that the report may be ready in time 
for the Free State Budget, which the Finance 
Minister is to introduce on April 21st. 

Two important financial changes are cun- 
templated in the Irish Free State—one is a 
readjustment of the present Southern Ireland 
bank note issues and the other the intro- 
duction of a new token coinage. The latter 
has already been fully. thrashed out, and 
details of the bill dealing with the new coin- 
age were published last January. The chief 
grounds for criticism of the coinage plans lie 
in the fact that the silver coins are to have a 
higher silver content than the British. This 
may render their interchangeability with 
the British coins—which, of course, cir- 
culate in Ulster—less facile than would 
be the case if the standard of the two sets of 
coins were identical. The Commission, which 
is now cone.uding its sittings, has been 
mainly concerned~ with the re-adjustment— 
not necessarily the consolidation, as has been 
suggested in some directions — of the note 
issue. An alteration in the basis of the note 
issue would presumably involve the question 
of compensation to some of the institutions. 
This, it is believed, is a point which has 
proved difficult of solution. 

Of the nine Irish banks, six possess a note 
circulation. These are the Bank of Ireland, 
National, Provincial of Ireland, Belfast Bank- 
ing Company, Northern Banking Company, 
and the Ulster Bank. A recent return showed 
that — their gregate circulation was 
£16,005 ,067, the largest individual circulat::1 
being that of the Bank of Ireland— £6,251 ,4W. 
The head of the Commission, Professor Parker 
Willis, has been closely associated with the 
scheme of Farm Loan Banks in the United 
States, and the possibility of any similar 
scheme being launched in the Free State, 
together with the future relationships 
between British and Irish banks, are ad- 
ditional matters which, it -is reported, are 
being discussed by the Commission. 
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WOMAN KILLED BY 
MOTOR OMNIBUS. 


TWO OTHERS INJURED. 
Mrs. Sarah Amelia Esther Barnett, agea

Hotel, was fatally injured by an omnibus in 
London, last evening. Her daughter, Miss 
Isabel Barnett, was treated at Charing Cross 
Hospital for bruises, and another woman, 
Sadie Isaacs, of Brighton road, Stoke Newing- 
ton, was slightly injured. It appears that 
shortly after nine o'clock a Hackley Wick 
omnibus, when in Coventry street, West, came 
into collision with a taxi-cab, mounted the 
pavement, and ran into the pedestrians.

The Olenmackrie Cross, a pre-Christian reli- 
gious symbol, which has stood for centuries 
on a sacred mound in Glenlonan, near Tay- 
nuilt, Argyllshire, has been removed to the 
Museum of Antiquities, Edinburgh. The re- 
moval,.ostensibly in order to ensure the. pre- 
servation of the stone, was made with the 
consent of the proprietor of the estate on 
which the cross stood. 

The removal of the ancient relic has been 
brought to the notice of the Lorne District 
Committee of the Argyll County Council, who 
are taking steps to have the cross placed in 
the list of ancient monuments, with a view 
to its being returned to its original site.

glint of the sunlight. The whole thing 
happened in a few seconds. Men who were 
standing or walking round the aerodrome 
scarcely realised at first what had happened. 
There was nothing noticeably abnormal in 
the hum and beat of the engine of either the 
small or the .large aeroplane. Certainly, 
mae to cause anyone anxiety.

GULLS WITH A BAD CHARACTER. 

The Ulster Society for the Protection of 
Birds has again written to the Fermanagh 
County Council on the subject of the protec- 
tion of wild, birds, asking the Council to 
apply to the Governor to make the destruc- 
tion of eggs of certain birds named ce 
between certain dates. This list included 
gulls of all sorts, and the Council on Satur- 
day referred the matter to a future meeting 
to revise the list, as exception was taken to 
the inclusion of some birds, and ‘the omis- 
sion of others. 

Sir Charles Falls, M.P., County Solicitor, 
said that everyone knew that certain species 
of gulls were very injurious to game and 
agriculture, and yet the Society wanted to 
protect them.

THE KING TO ATTEND THIS 
YEAR’S PAGEANT. 

The King has intimated his desire to be 
present at this year’s R.A.F. pageant, the 
greatest flying event of the world, which has 
now almost attained the social s/atus of 
Ascot. The display is to take place at the 
newly-acquired aerodrome at Hendon. It is 
possible. too, that the Prince of Wales will 
fur the first time witness the display. ‘The 
enlargement of the enclosure and better park- 
ing facilities for at» least 7,000 cars will 
enable 109,000 people to witness the pageant. 

In addition to the most interesting of the 
old features, such as aerial manceuvres by 
radio-telephony, formation flying, and. low 
bombing from single-seater fighter aircraft.

OBITUARY. 


THE RIGHT REV. E. GRAHAM 
INGHAM. 

The Right Rev. E. Graham Ingham, fer- 
‘merly Bishop of Sierra: Leone, and for the 
‘past thirteen years Vicai of St. Jude's, South- 
isea, died on last Friday night, aged 75 years, 
ififtv-two of which -had been spent in the 
, ministry, Un Easter Day he told his congre- 
gation that, owing to ill-health, he proposed 
to resign the living after going away to 
recuperate. A son of the late Hon. S. RN, 
Ingham, Speaker of the Honse of Assembly, 
Jermuda, Bishop Ingham was educated in 
Cauada and at Oxtord, and became organis- 
ing secretary of the Church Missionary 
Scciely in West Yorkshire in 1878. After 
three years as Vicar of St,’ Matthew's, Leeds, 
he was made Bishop of Sierra Leone, where 
he remained from 1883 to 1897. On his re- 
turn to England he was appointed io the 
living of ices cet Gall and jater held 
for some years the post of Secretary to the 
Charch Missionary Society. Ile had published 
several works. 


SIR WALTER POWELL NICHOLAS. 

The death took place at his residence, The 
Garth, Trealaw, Glamorgaushire, early vester- 
day snorning of Sir Walter Powell Nicholas, 
Clerk to the Rhondda Urban District Coun- 
cil. Sir Walter, who, with Si: Thomas 
Franklin, enjoyed the distinction of being 
one of the greatest experts in the Princi- 
pality on Local Government law, commenced 
work as an office boy. Later he had one of 
the largest Parliamentary practices in Wales. 
and was mostly engaged in Committee 
Rooms of both Houses of Parliament, pro- 
moting or opposing private Bills.

EFFECT ON AMERICAN 
SUPPLIES. 

The arsenic scare has had a disastrous effect 
on the English market for American apples. 
Retailers, it is stated at Covent Garden, have 
been chary, owing to the risk of prosecution, 
of buying apples, and dealers generally feel 
relieved that the American season is now 
practically over. 

There is no possibility of danger, it is ev- 
plained, from home-grown apples; and the 
incoming crop from Australia and New Zea- 
land is reported to be thoroughly clean. 
The ditticulty with American apples is "the 
necessity for late spraying. There are three 
broods of the codlin moth, and in order to 
destroy the pest American growers have been 
obliged to spray the trees when the fruit is 
fully formed. At home we spray only before 
the flower appears, and again immediately 
after the petals have fallen. The practice is 
stated to be similar with Australian 
growers, who find no need to spray after the 
apples have formed. | 

Before the next season for American apples 
begins it is considered very probable that 
some arrangement will be made, perhaps by 
extensive washing in the particularly dry 
belts which are most susceptible to con- 
tamination, to guarantee the crops to be free 
from arsenic. Canadian growers, many of 
whom have been as much affected by the 
scare as those in the United States, are al- 
ready considering whether late spraying should 
be altogether prohibited, : 

That some steps will have to be taken in 
the future to guarantee American apples is 
pretty evident, if they are still to low a 
market here. Two rings of protection that 
have been set up make it difficult to-day for 
all bat the cleanest crops to enter the English 
market. The contamination circular issued 
four months ago by the Ministry of Health 
not only eg medical officers of health all 
through the country on guard against the 
presence of arsenic on apples, but also called 
the attention of the port sanitary authorities 
to the new danger. The result has been, on 
the one hand. numerous prosecutions of re- 
tailers for selling contaminated fruit, and, 
on the other, refusals to allow suspected con- 
signments to be landed at all.
